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SAVINGS BANKS AND THE POSTAL 
SYSTEM. 
The necessity for a postal savings sys­ 
tem is shown by the recent act of the Leg 
islaturo of Massachusetts in passing a bill 
granting a stay rn the collection of all 
debts due depositors by savings banks in 
that btate. Congress should .stop its dal­ 
lying and go to work and give the people 
rn postal savings system of some kind. Look 
at the condition of things in Massachusetts. 
There is on deposit in the savings banks in 
that State about 210 million dollars. 
As 
we all know, nearly every dollar ol this 
vast sum belongs to persons of limited 
means. 
By far the greater portion ol it is 
the hard earnings of working men and 
women. Per some time past, many of 
these banks have been on the road to bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Yet in the face of disaster, when 
the officers of the banks knew they were not 
able to pay their debts, they continued to 
receive deposits. 
In short they have been 
playing a swindling game with the poor 
people. 
When the officers and the mana­ 
gers of these savings banks saw it was im­ 
possible to weather the storm, when the 
filet became publicly known that the banks 
were rotten, and the people began to press 
the institutions for their money, they made 
an application to the Legislature for a 
stay 
law. 
Tho 
bill 
was 
intro­ 
duced, 
passed, 
and 
has 
been 
approved by the Governor. This “stay 
law.” suspends the collection of debts 
against the banks; in other words, the de­ 
positors are prohibited by law from draw­ 
ing out their money except in sums of ten, 
fifteen, or twenty per cent., so long as the 
banks are unable to pay the whole. 
The law may be a wise one uader the 
circumstances, as it may possibly avoid a 
general crash similar to that which occur­ 
red in Chicago last year. 
But the princi­ 
ple Is a bad one, and it is strange that Mas­ 
sachusetts which boasts of so much hon­ 
esty, and which glories in the “ firmness” of 
her institutions, shall be the first lo apply 
for a stay law to protect the banks. 
In 
some cases, for instance in which the offi 
ccrAnd managers were honest, and the 
bank is able to meet its obligations if time 
be granted, the “ stay ” will prove a bene­ 
ficial thing for the depositors as well as for 
the banks. 
But as we have said this furnishes a 
striking instance of the necessity of a 
postal savings system. Thousands of de­ 
positors in the Last have lost all they had 
of this world's goods, through the unsound­ 
ness of these banks. 
The 
calamity has 
proven a more serious one in the East than 
In the West, though the latter has drank ot 
the bitter dregs, and it wants no more. 
While this uncertainty hangs oyer the 
savings hanks in the East, Congress is doing 
nothing to stay the excitement or adminis. 
ter relief. 
There are three postal savings 
bills now before that body, and no effort Is 
made to put them through, 
lf Congress 
can lay &9idc the timber question 
for a 
while, and do something that will benefit 
the laboring classes in the way of giving 
them a system by which they can put 
their earnings in a secure place, that body 
wll'. receive the thanks of the country.

TER R IB LE DISASTER] 


On th e P acific C oa*t--T he B r itish 
Train intr Whip E u rydice C apsized in 
WI arm --T hree H undred I d le * Lost- 
£ tx F ra n c is c o , March 24.—The schoon. 
er General Miller, Captain May, belong­ 
ing to the Alaska Commercial Company, 
sailed from this port february l l , for 
Alaska, having as a passenger Colonel 
Woods, United States Collector ot Customs 
in the Territory of Alaska. A day or two 
ago the schooner was discovered bottom 
ap a few miles up the coast, and is now 
being towed into port. All on board are 
undoubtedly lost. The|vessel and cargo 
were valued at about $50,000. 


L o n d o n, March 24.—A violent gale,with 
snow, prevailed here to-day, anil extended 
throughout England. 
R was particularly 
severe at Liverpool. 
A report bas just been received here that 
the British naval training ship Eurydice, 
with 490 men on board, capsized on the 
•3Uth coast of the Isle of Wight. 
L o n d o n, March 24.—The Admiral com­ 
manding at Portsmouth, telegraphs the 
following: “Particulars have been re­ 
ceive! from the coast guard at Ventnar. 
The Euridicc capsized off Dunnose Head 
at 4:30 o'clock this 
afternoon 
in 
a 
sudden squall. One boy and a seaman 
were saved. Other advices Indicate that 
between 309 and 400 lives were lost. The 
Admiral, on receiving the news of the dis­ 
aster, immediately dispatched a steamer to 
the scene of the wreck. The Eurydice 
was a training ship for ordinary service, 
under command of Captain Marcus A. S. 
Hare. She was sixth rate, of 921 tons, and 
carried four guns. 
London, March 25.—AJsurvivor of the 
Eurydice disaster gives the number on 
board a9 over 302. Five were picked up 
by passing schooner, atter being in the 
water over an hour, but ail have died ex­ 
cept two. It is not probable that any oth­ 
ers were saved, as a strong ebb tide was 
running. The Eurydice was under full 
sail, when she was oyeitiken by a snow­ 
storm, accompanied by heavy squills. The 
sun shone again brilliantly shortly after­ 
ward, but nothing was then visible but a 
few boxes floating down the channel. The 
survivors say they saw the ship suck down 
many as she sank. 


LINCOLN AND PIUS IX. 


T h e P r o p o s itio n to V fa k e^ u u A m e r i­ 
c a n C a rd in a l. 
Translated from the N. Y. Keo d'ltalla. 
Rome, 
February 22.—His Eminence 
John 
McCloskey, archbishop of New 
York,created cardinal by Pius IX., March 
25,1875, armed in Rome when the con­ 
clave had already elected the new Pope. 
Ile is the first and only American cardi­ 
nal. 
One day, during the time of President 
Lincoln, there arrived in Rome an envoy 
extraordinary from the White House. He 
was presented to Cardinal Antonelli, and 
said that President Lincoln had directed 
him to salute the Pope and to request 
him 
to 
appoint 
some 
Ameri­ 
can ordinals. Cardinal Anteuelli, who 
did not understand English, said in a low 
voice to the prelate who acted as interpre­ 
ter, “The man is crazy.” Then turning to , 
the envoy, he said :

L ondon, March 25—5 a. rn.—The meet­ 
ing of the Congress is already regarded as 
seriously endangered by Englands’ deter­ 
mination to require the submission of the 
whole of tho Ru9eo-lurkish treaty. It is 
now more than probable that England will 
decline to send a representative, and that 
tho Congress will, therefore not assemble.

Punch-Bowl—A 
National 
Wonder*.in Nevada. 
From a Virginia City Letter. 
Among the many curiosities of this State 
there is, perhaps, none more singular than 
What la called the “Devil s Hunch Bowl/' 
found to the southward of here some eighty 
odd miles. It la In a valley, like many to 
tie found on the eastern slope of the bier- 
ras, surrounded by the towering heights of 
this magnificent range, the garner ot a na 
tion’s wealth.! 
The approach to the Devil’s Hunch 
Bowl u u p an elevation, or rounded hill, oi 
Apparently ingenious formation. The on 
fitce oi the bowl is near the apex of the hill 
the rock of which projects over the 6ide of 
the bowl. Onlooking into the vessel, at 
first, the water has a dark green appear 
ance, but, on lcokmg, it becomes transpar­ 
ent, and throwing a stone into it, you can 
tee it bink into the water to unknown 
depth*. One remarkable feature of the 
water is its immense heat, being hot sul­ 
phurous punch at all times, 
lls heat has 
been tested rn many way*. 
One was put­ 
ting a snake into it which was cooked in 
an instant Another experiment occurred 
not 
long 
since.

bowl, when one of the backs approached 
so near the edge that a portion ol the rock 
cave way and he was precipitated into the 
caldron below. 
When he struck the wa­ 
ter he was seen to stretch out almost in­ 
stantly, aud began to smk. The next day, 
however, his scalp, boiled from his head, 
came out at a warm spring some 500 yards 
from the base of the bowl, followed by 
other portions of the body, boiled loose 
and cooked done. Tbese springs, of which 
there are many at a short distance from the 
bowl, are not as hot as the water in the 
bowl, as is evidenced by ducks alighting in 
them in very cold weather, and as was 
demonstrated by a friend of mine going in­ 
to one, and almost not getting out again, 
by reason of the tact that when he got into 
the pool he found a thin crust of sod form­ 
ed the rim of the pool, the water extend­ 
ing indefinitely beneath, and when he

Killing Ticks. 
What will kill ticks on sheep, and not 
kill the sheep ? I have fed my sheep salt 
and sulphur; I have taken ticks and pat 
them into sulphur, have held them under 
a strong decoction ot tobacco ; have held 
them uoder water five minutes but they 
have then come to life again. 
A drop ol 
strong camphor killed one of them, but a 
sheep dip of water would be expensive 
and might kill the sheep too.

Get some good 
stiuiT, and put small pinches into the llcece 
all over the sheep; parting the wool so 
mat the snull may be placed upon the 
bkin of the sheep. After shearing, dip the 
sheep into the following wash: Fill a 40- 
gallon iron kettle one-third full of soft 
water, and put into it, two pounds of a r 
benic, and six quarts ol common soft soap. 
Bring it nearly to a boil, and keep it heat­ 
ing for one-half hour, stirring the mixture 
with a stick all the time, but not bringing 
it to the boiling point. 
Then fill up the 
kettle with cold soft water, and the tem* 
pcrature will be right lot dipping, and it 
will surely kill all the ticks aud M eggs 
puj :c }— Country Gentleman.

spiritual nature, like the candle plunged 
into oxygen, burned more brightly, devel­ 
oped more rapidly, owing to the vivifying 
nJucnce of that old, old faith banded down 
in an unbroken line from the early Chris­ 
tian fathers. This soul of man, tnia spir. 
itual life of the church, this vivifying faith, 
were tho treasures entrusted to the church, 
and over which strict guard should be 
kept.

There was a zeal however that was benefi­ 
cial—a spiritual zeal which should ever be 
manifest.
